What we are wont to consider one

—the elevator—was no novelty in an- 
clent Rome, for an archaeologist has 
found that the Imperial palace on the 
Palatine Hill contained no less than 
three large elevators. Although the 
elevators evidently lacked the refine- 
ments of mechanism and finish of the 
twentieth century machines, we can 
see in them an additional proof of 
the inventiveness and engineering 
skill of the Romans. Even in the first 
century, Roman houses were warmed 
by hot air that rose from furnace- 
rooms and that circulated beneath the 
floors and inside the walls. The ex- 
cavators in Pompeli also have found 
a house fitted with well designed pipes 
for hot and cold water, arranged very 
much like the best modern plumbing.

“Neither is there any other 
name given under Heaven or 
amongst men whereby we must be 
saved’ from our fallen condition,

Perhaps there is something revolu- 
tionary in this thought that, while 
all may worship in the sense of bow- 
ing down and showing reverence to 
the Almighty, none dut the conse- 
eratel followers of Jesus have any 
assurance whatever of the Divine 
tupervision of their affairs, And 
none but these have any authority 
for coming to God in prayer. 

One exception to this rule should 
be here stated; namely, that the 
children of consecrated believers, 
while they are atill immature of 
judgment, have a standing with God 
through their relationship to their 
parents. St. Paul makes this very 
evident in his declaration: ‘The 
unbelieving husband is sanctified by 
the wife. and the unbelieving wife is 
sanctified by the husband, else were 
your children unclean, but now are 
they holy.”—1 Cor. 7:14. 

The translation of this text slight- 
ly beclouds the Apostle’s thought, 
which js that where either of the 
parents has become a disciple of 
Jesus, the child stands related to 
God, regardless of the standing of 
the other parent. Such children may 
participate in - orship and in pray- 
er. But this relationship senniliaties 
terminates shortly after the child 
shall have come to a personal knowl- 
edge of its responsibilities. There- 
upon it must make a personal cove- 
nant with the Lord, or have its 
standing with the rest of the world. 

And that standing, be it remember- 
ed, does not mean liability to eter- 
nal torment. It merely means alien- 
ation, separation, from God and from 
His special care and providences in 
the present time; for the Divine ar- 
rangement is for the ultimate bless. 
ing of mankind through the Messianic 
Kingdom—through the Temple of 
Glory and its Royal Priesthood glori-

LIQUOR IN BRITAIN 


Licenses Show a Steady Decline In 
England and Wales 


The latest statistics issued by the 
Home Office in regard to the oper- 
administration of the laws 
relating to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in England and Wales provide 
some very instructive figures. Wheth- 
er these figures go to prove Britishers 
are becoming a more sober nation or 
hot readers can form their own opin- 
fons, with the plain, undiluted facts 
before them, At the beginning of the 
last fiscel year there were in England 
and Wales 91,247 premises licensed for 
the sale of alcoholic stimulants to be 
consum;d on or off such premises, and 
which are known as on-licenses, In 
addition, there were 24,115 premises 
licensed for the sale of such stimu- 
lants to be consumed off the premises 
and which referred to as off-licenses. 
These figures, it might be noted, give 
an avcrage of about three lcensed 
a for each 1,000 of the popula- 
on, 

One outstanding feature revealed by 
these statistics 1s that the number of 
licensed houses has for some years 
been cteadily decreasing. The year's 
figures show a decrease of 1,237 in 
the on-license and 323 in the off-li- 
censes. Since 1895 the number of 
on-licenses has gone down from 103,- 
341 to 91,247, and during the same 
period the off-licenses have been re- 
duced from 25,405 to 24,115. In con- 
sidering these reductions {it is well to 
bear in mind the increase in the pop- 
ulation, over 4,000,000 during the per- 
fod in question, 


The King’s Choiristers 


There are ten boys in London who 
every Sunday and on State occasions 
Wear suits of clothes that in each in- 
stince cost something like $200, The 
lads thus expensively and prilliantly 
attired are the choristers belonging to 
the King’s private chapel in Sst, 
James’ Palace. When arrayed in 
their State sults they are truly a gorg- 
eous sight. 

Scarlet cloth {s the foundation of 
this costume. Bands of Royal purple 
between rows of heavy gold lace are 
the adornments. Old lace ruffles are 
worn at the neck and wrists. ‘These 
ruffles are so valuable and so diffi- 
cult to replace that they are worn 
only on the most special occasions. 
At other times white lawn bands take 
their place, The boys must take the 
greatest care of their suits which 
must endure three years. The un- 
dress suits are replaced every eight 
months. The choir is one of the 
historical institutions of Great Brit- 
ain, and many of its old-time customs 
including the dress of the boys, are | 
retained to this day. The choir has 
numbered among its singers such dis- 
tinguished musicians as Arthur Sulll- 
van, Edawrd Lloyd, Sir John Goss 
and Dr, &, J. Hopkins. 

It Is the right of the head boy to} 
demand a guinea as spur money, from | 
any officer entering the chapel wearing 
spurs. It is said that when Arthur 
Sullivan was head boy the Duke of 
Wellington would always come spurr- 
ed to the chapel, in order that 
he might have the pleasure of paying 
the forfeit to his favorite chorister. 


Horse-Raiging Experiment 
An experiment in the raising of 


horses is now being made in the Yu-! 
kon territory about 175 miles west of 
White Horse. Owing to the abund- 
ance of fine lands available for pas-| 
turage in Alaska and Yukon, should 
the experiment meet with slccess the} 
raising of horses will become an enor- | 
mous industry in these reglo:s. Aft- 
er the horses have lived for some time 
in these localities their hair grows 
longer as a method of Nature to pro-| 
tect them from the cold. Horses have 
even been seen with a crop of hair} 
as thick and long as that of a buffalo. 

Twenty-five brood mares were im-| 
ported from Vancouver about. a year 


ago and placed On the experiment 
ranch on the Duke River, All of} 
these animals have got through the 
winter well. Some horses brought 


from the Oregon ranges to do trans-| 
portatio: work in 1911 included sey-| 
eral mares which foaled last spring 
and their colts a‘l lived and were hard-| 
ier animals than their ancestors. It 
is believed that when the horses are 
native to the regions their added 
hardihood will greatly increase their| 
availablity for transportaticn pur-/ 
poses

cessfull have bcen the attempts that 
the department of agriculture is urg- 
ing the farmers of that province to go 
in for corn raising and is pointing out 
to them the advantage of that sort of 
farming. Corn raising will in no way 
interfere with wheat raising. The | 
department suggests that the farmer 
plant corn on the land that otherwise 
would be put into summer fallow. ! 
Not only would he have the advantage 
of a corn crop, but the succeeding 
wheat crop can be handled at less ex- | 
pense than after the summer fallow. |

Biggest Surveying Jobs 


Two of the biggest jobs of surveying 
ever attempted are the marking of the 
boundary between Alaska and Canada, 
which has~just been completed, and 
the marking of the southern boundary 
of Canada, which is now in progress. 
Eoth surveys are of a difficult nature, 
and the Alaskan boundary particulary 
80 because of the mountainous and, in 
parts, inaccessible character of the 
regions traversed, 

The most Hifficult part of the line 
was that starting at Mount St. Elias, 
on the southern shore of the peninsula 
of Alaska, and running southeast along 
eighty-three peaks of the coa:t range 
to the head of the Portland channel, 
a distance of about 700 miles. Much | 
of this section of the b-undary was in- 
accessible, and could only be reached 
where it was crossed by inlets con- 
nected with the sound that parallels | 
the coast. From these points the 
peaks that mark the boundary, as well 
as the topography along the line, were 
located and mapped by triangulation 


As to Leprosy in America 


Dr. Rupert Blue’s assertion before 
the convention of the American Medi- 
cal Association that leprosy is increas- 
ing steadily In the United States and 
that there is consequently need of 
closer government supervision has an 
aarming aspect. In tho absence of 
statistics showing definitely what the 
growth of the terrible pest amounts 
to, it remains a question, however, 
whether the grounds of alarm are as 
serious as Dr. Blhe’s statement would 
appear to imply. If we look around 
us for evidence, where is it forth- 
coming? In the city of Pittsburgh, 
for example, there has been but one 
case of leprosy in many years, the suf- 
ferer being a Chinaman, who somehow 
drifted in here, ard who was promptly 
seized and placed in isolated confine- 
ment at the pesthouse. What is true 
as to this city ought to furnish a fair 
indication of general conditions. It 
may be that Dr. Blue refers particu- 
larly to the Pacific coast, where immi- 
grants from the Orient are prone to 
bring in contagion or its germs. If 
so it is unfortunate that he should 
generalise and create needless pertur- 
bation. In the face of his alarmist 
statement, it may be stated with con- 
fidence that in Pennsylvania, far from 
being on the increase, leprosy tags not 
even a perceptible foothold.
